Both Mayor Woodward and Coun- 
cilman Farlinger cautioned 
the members of council in January and 
again in June of this year to go slow 
about overestimating expected receipts, 
and now that the last apportionment 
sheet, that for October, has been made 
up, it has been found that the appro- 
priations have been toolarge by about 
$177,000. . 

How the Money Was Expended. 

“But -that ‘does represent 
travagance or a waste of the 
money,” argues Councilman Farlinger, 
“for we have got something, and some- 
thing of value, to show for the alleged 
deficit. We have the money to 
give the people of Atlanta new and bet- 
ter schoolhouses, of sewers 
and more paved streets. 

“Last summer we felt called upon to 
do something at once to improve sev- 
eral of the school buildings, and we 
made an appropriation of $85,000 
Every dollar of that money was care- 
fully expended, and the taxpavers got 
dollar for dollar. We had to buy ma- 
terial so -the county could go on with 
the extension of our sewer system, and 
the work had to be done before the 
rain and cold of the winter set in. Was 
not that money well spent? Then, 
when the county was ready to pave 
cortain streets, the city had to furnish 
the material, and we did it. Did we 
misuse any of that money? So up 
went the appropriations and, at last, 
we were, like the provident merchant 
who bought when the market was low, 
behind a little, but like the merchant 
who will realize and make a profit in 
the future, we have builded for the 
education, the health and comfort of 
the people.

UL. JOHN F. GAYNOR 
DIES IN- WASHINGTON 


Figured in Savannah Harbor 
Frauds, Was Convicted and 
Served in Atlanta Prison. 
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Syracuse, N. Y., October 2?.—Word 
was received here today by his family 
of the death at Washington, D. C., last 
night of Colonel John F. Gaynor. The 
fact of his death was made public to- 
night by a member of the family. 

Colonel Gaynor, who was indicted 
with Benjamin D. Greene in connection 
with the Savannah harbor contracts 
and fled with him to Canada, where 
they fought for years against extradi- 
tion, has been living quietly in Wash- 
ington since his release from the fed- 
eral prison at Atlanta four years ago. 
He was born at Fayetteville, near Syr- 
acuse, and lived here up to the time he 
fled to Canada. 

Colonel Gaynor was 65 years old. All 
the other members of his family live 
here, but it was announced that the 
funeral would be held in Washineton, 
Interment will be at Fayetteville. 

In 1897 Captain Oberlin M. Carter, 
who had been assigned to improvement 
work involving millions of dollars for 
the government at Savannah harbor, 
was the subject of a secret court of 
inquiry on the charge that he had ar- 
ranged that only the Atlantic Con- 
struction company, composed of Greene 
and Gaynor an@ others, could bid on the 
contract. Carter was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment and Greene and 
Gaynor were indicted. They fled to 
Canada and fought extradition until 
1905, when they were brought back. 
They were finally sent to prison in 
1908. Gaynor was paroled in 1911,

RUSSIA IS HOLDING OWN

In Galicia and at Several 
Other Points the Czar’s 
Forces Have Taken the Of- 
fensive and Are Delivering 
Heavy Blows. 


October 2.—Heavy fighting 
is continuous on both eastern and 
western fronts, but it lacks the dra- 
matic features afforded by the early 
stages of the allies’ big offensive 
which started a week ago today and 
resulted in a considerable gain of 
ground in Champagne and Artois, still 
held by the allies, or the great drives 
which the Austro-Germans maintained 
against the Russians for fully five 
months and that carried them from 
western Galicia to the western border 
of old Russia. 

In the west the allies, in the face of 
furious German counter attacks, are 
holding their new positions and are 
themselves making local attacks which 
the Germans claim to have repulsed. 
Official reports do not agree exactly as 
to what is going on in Champagne and 
Artois, but apparently both sides are 
taking part in attacks which natural- 
ly follow when one army is attempting 
to consolidate the ground won.

New York, October 2.—Secretary Lan- 
sing announced today that on his re- 
turn to Washington Monday he would 
receive representatives of all factions 
originally a part of the revolution In 
Mexico that overthrew Huerta. 

The secretary will invite Eliseo Ar- 
redondo, the authorized representative 
in Washington of General Carranza, 
to submit data to him concernin 
“material and moral capacity” § 
Carranza government, and  similariy, 
Enrique C. Llorente, the Washington 
agent of General Villa, will given 
an opportunity to set forth the views 
of the party he represents. Each will 
be permitted to bring other delegates 
to present facts, all of which the 
American government is anxious to get 
before deciding upon the faction to 
which to accord recognition.

Mr. Gaffney also commented on as- 
sertions that American  eitizens with 
whom he had come in contact at the 
Munich consulate had been ill-treafed. 

“An additional complaint ag 

he said, “consists in the fact that 
I, as consul general at Munich, should 
have denied absolutely a few weeks 
ago reports from London concerning 
Statements said to. have been made by 
American citizens who had been in Mu- 
nich, which had been printed in Amer- 
ican newspapers, and that I should have 
said that these stories were pure fool- 
ishness. I felt it mv duty to make such 
a denial, because the American newa- 
papers indicated. plainly that anxiety 
was felt for American men and women 
in Munich. My report showed up the 
British:reports as falsehoods, which 
they were—deliberate falsehoods and 
inventions. 


Intrigue Is Alleged. 


“I regret extremely, for the sake of 
Americans in Munich as well as the 
sritish under my protection, that un- 
rest is being fomented systematically. 
I am, however, absolutely powerless 
against this ungentlemanly intrigue. It 
gives me pleasure to say that as a re- 
sult of this attack I havé won a great 
deal of sympathy and confidence. Thus 
far the maneuvers of newspapers with 
the intention of stirring up trouble be- 
tween the Amercan colony, my British 
wards and myself, can be said to have 
been wholly defeated. 

“My relations with the local Ameri-. 
can colony and with approximately 100 
British subjects who are still here are 
excellent. W hen, where and how I am 
supposed to have carried on anti-Brit-} 
ish propaganda is inexplicable to me. 

“The contention that I, with or with- 
out the assistance of my position, 
smuggled German or Austrian letters 
or documents is simply laughable. I

To preserve to posterity, to 
our children’s children, the form and 
record of their greatness is our boun- 
den duty. It is the only tribute the 
offspring can fittingly pay their fore- 
fathers. Stone Mountain offers that 
opportunity. As I have said above, in 
such heroic form and so easy of ac- 
complishment—conditions that were de- 
nied the great Egyptians and the no 
less great Grecians. For us to fail 
to take proper advantage of what we 
have would be to fail as ofispring 
worthy of the men and women of ’64. 
The story of Lee and Jackson, John- 
ston, Jeb Stewart and the rest is but 
the known story of thousands upon 
thousands of unknown, who, in their 
unobserved place, played the same part, 
served the people and. suffered .and 
sacrificed their all, and so together 
contributed to the great name and the 
great place the peoples of the south 
atti 1ined in the annals of the world. 

“It is thoughts of this kind, coupled 
with the vastness of Stone Mow ntainh, 
which causes me to advise against a 
building of any ki! nd being glaced upon 
that wonderful ‘anite mountain. 
Buildings . and artificial structures 
should forever be prohibited by deed 
and by law from being affixed or ap- 
plied to the surface within what we 
may call, in the future, the Memorial 
Reservation.” -

‘It has, therefore, seemed to me that 
the only fitting memorial to the south 
of ’64 built by the equally great south 
of our day, is to reconstruct, as we can, 
the great characters of those days and 
in colossal proportion carve them in 
high and full relief in action mounted 
and on foot, moving across the face of 
the granite mountain'in the arrange- 
ment of two wings-ef an army, 
lowing the mountain contour, moving 
naturally across its face to the east. 
These figures should be in scale 
the mountain; they must be visible and 
readable at a distance of several miles; 
their likeness recognizable and 
tained, The groupings represent the 
official heads of the south, including 
officers, cavalry, artillery and infan- 
try. Portraits should include the 
foremost men in the different branches 
of the service from each state.

PARKER TRAILED 
BY BLOODHOUNDS 


Escape of Convict Recalls 
His Dramatic Trials—Five 
Men Connected With His 
Case Have Died. 


After serving only three weeks in 
the chaingang, C, B, Parker, age 34, es- 
caped from a convict camp near Stone 
Mountain, Ga., about sunset last night 

Bloodhounds have been put on his 
trail, and a posse, hurriedly organized, 
pursued him until an early hour this 
morning. So far he has_ successfully 
eluded his pursuers. ThiS is the second 
time during the history of his long- 
drawn-out case that he has become a 
fugitive from justice. 

Parker was the rural school teacher 
who was convicted three times during 
six years on the charge of seducing a 
young country girl, whose father was 
a well-to-do planter near Chamblee,

A dramatic court setting had been 
staged. The jury had returned a ver- 
dict of guilty, wnen the late John pic- 
Clelland, Parker's attorney, rose to the

It was then Judge Reid began deliv- 
ering his famous sentence. He told 
Parker that such an effort as marrii 
Was but a grasp at the last straw to 
save hi nself from a just punishment; 
that he had sinned and waited too long 
to right that sin; that he had been 
igiven every opportunity by God and 
| man to set right the wrong to 
|woman of his early love, and that 
inow he must suffer for the evil he 
{had done and the thousand heartaches 
(he had brought about. Every one in 
the courtroom, including the young 
woman and her young boy, jurymen, 
jurists, lawyers and all, burst into 
tears as Judge Reid solemnly passed 
sentence on Parker. 

He appealed to the court of appeals 
and lost. He then moved for a re- 
hearing by the court of appeals, which 
was argued about three weeks ago, and 
promptly denied, after which time he 
began his ten-year sentence in the 
Stone Mountain gang. 

Five Have Died. 


review of Parker’s legal battles 
shows that five persons, prominently 
connected with his case, have died. The 
late Judge Roan sat in judgment dur- 
ing his first trial six years ago, and 
during his second trial. At the end 
of the second trial Parker appealed 
his case, and was bonded out of jail 
on a $4,000 bond by two bondsmen, 
both of whom died while’ Parker was 
a fugitive from justice.

NEGRO PREACHER HELD 
ON CHARGE OF MURDER 


Dalton, Ga., 


October 2.—(Special.)— 
J. S. Gresham, a negro preacher of this 
Place, is being heid in jail charged 
with the murder of Norris Galloway, 
a negro brickmason. 

The evidence before the coroner's 
jury tended to place the guilt of the 
killing upon Gresham, and he was or- 
dered held without bond for investi- 
gation by the grand jury, which con- 
venes next week. 

The dead negro was asleep when 
someone fired either a large caliber 
pistol or rifle through the wall of the 
house and into his body, killing him 
instantly. .Witnesses testified to hav- 
ing seen Gresham going in the direc- 
tion of the killing imme diately before 
the shooting, and hastily leaving there 
after the firing. The testimony further 
tended to show that the accused 
preacher was actuated by jealousy 
over the attentions of another negro 
who was also stopping at the same 
house with Galloway, and the shots 
were supposedly fired to frighten or 
intimidate the inmates of the house. 

Gresham returned to the house dur- 
ing the excitement which followed, 
and was solicitous over the safety of 
the inmates. He was taken into cus- 
tody, together with several others of 
his race, who attempted to precipitate 
a riot. Gresham denies his guilt, and 
has employed Colonel W. E. Mann to 
defend him. The prisoner had a court 
experiemtce a number of years ago 
over the same dusky affinity who is 
mentioned as a probable cause for the 
killing, at which time he was convicted 
and heavily fined, and subsequently de- 
prived of his credentials.

WILL BE STRINGENT 


Auto Tax Bill Ready--W. & 
A. Re-lease Bill Not Agreed 
| Upon—Other Matters for 
| Extra Session.

jects, and, mayhap otherwise, 
‘are the most brilliant prospects for 
‘activity. 

The subjects outlined are as fol- 
lows: 

1. Appropriations. 

2.. Prohibition. 

3.4 Western and Atlantic re-leasing 
commission. 

4. State cotton warchouse Dill. 

5. Revision of the fish and game 
laws. 

6. Revision of the automobile license 
tax law. 

About theonly one of these meas- 
ures, the form of which is at present 
definitely fixed, is the automobile 
| license tax law. 

The original appropriation bill, which 
was cut by the last house, will doubt- 
less be recommended again to the house 
for passage. As to the disposal of it 
much depends upon the tactical fea- 
tures of the prohibition fight, which 
now appears certain to come. 

As for ‘prohibition, each day brings 
forth its own prognostications of what 
will be enacted. About the best that 
can be said definitely is that the meas- 
ures, if adopted over the fight of the 
minority,‘as they probably will be, will 
be stringent in all particulars, and 
will probably be dated to go into ef- 
fect at a time far enough ahead not 
to affect the revenues of the state for 
the present year. 


The Western and Atlantic Bill. 

The form of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad re-leasing commission 
is not definitely fixed yet, but it Is ex- 
pected that the commission will have 
power for the most detailed investiga- 
tion and also power to act in the mat- 
ter of a new lease. 

The revision of the state game laws 
will be for the purpose of making such 
provisions in the law as will allow for 
the taking of shrimp or prawn during 
the first months of each year, which 
are now included in the closed season. 
A failure to revise the law in this 
particular, it is said, will mean the ac- 
tual throttling of a tremendous indus- 
try, valued at $1,000,000, which has 
sprung up in the coast counties of 
Georgia in the last several years. 

As for the revision of the automobile 
law, the Jones bill, which was intro- 
duced in the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly, will very likely be 
adopted. 

The emergency qualification of this 
measure was brought about by the fact 
that two attacks upon the constitu- 
tionality of the present law are now' 
pending in the courts, and the action 
of the supreme court declaring the law 
unconstitutional in the next few months 
would leave the state without a law 
empowering it with police jurisdiction 
over automobiles upon the public high- 
ways, obviate the possidilities of iden- 
tification of owners of machines and 
deprive the state of more than $100,000 
in revenue used for road construction 


purposes. 

The provisio f this bill, which un- 
doubtedly would “have been passed at 
the last regular session had it been 
possible to obtain action upon it, are 
contained in a bill drawn bv Repre- 
sentative Jones, of Coweta county. This 
measure, from hearings before com- 
mittees in the Tast regular’ session, 
seems to have met with the popular 
approval of the owners. the dealers and 
the public gwenerally. The main provi- 
sions of this bill are as follows: 


The Auto Tax Bill. 

Section 1. That the secretary of state 
shall be ex-officio commissioner of motor 
vehicles of this state, and shall be charged 
with the execution hereinafter enumerated. 

. 2. That the term ‘‘motor vehicles’’ 

apply to all vehicles propelled by 
power other than muscular power, except 
road rollers, traction engines and railroad 
and railway cars and motor cars running 
only upon stationary rails or tracks. The 
terms ‘‘horse power’ and ‘‘ton welght”’ shall, 
in this act, apply to and be governed by 
the ratings of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Sec. 3. That the term 
apply to motor vehicles having but two 
main wheels in contact with the ground, 
upon which the operator sits astride, but a 
motor vehicle may carry. one wheel attach- 
ment and seat for the conveyance of a pas- 
senger. The term “chauffeur” shall apply 
to any person operating a motor vehicle 
other than his own, as mechanic, employee, 
or for hire. 

Sec. 4. That every owner of a motor ve- 
hicle or motorcycle shall, on or before the 
first day of M&rch in each year or before he 
shall operate such motor vehicle or motor- 
cycle, register such vehicle in the office of 
the secretary of state and obtain a license 
to operate the same for the ensuing year; 
and every chauffeur shall likewise register 
and obtain a license as hereinbefore pro- 
vided.

For each: motorcycle, $2.

For each motor vehicle exceeding 40-horse 
power, $5. 

For each electric motor vehicle used for 
pleasure purposes, $4 

For each non-passenger-carrying commer- 
cial motor vehicle or truck! of not exceeding 
one-ton weight, $3. 

For each non-passenger-carrying com- 
mercial motor vehicle or truck of not éx- 
ceeding three-ton weight, $4. 

Provided that every person, firm, associa- 
tion or corporation engaged in the manu- 
facture or sale of motor vehicles in this 
state shall register as a dealer with the sec- 
retary of state, making application for a 
general distinguishing dealer's number, 
specifying the name and make of mo- 
tor vehicle manufactured or sold by 
them, upon a blank prepared by the secre- 
tary of state, for such purposes and pay 
therefor a fee of $10, which fee shall ac- 
company such application, and for which fee 
said secertary of state shall furnish to said 
dealers two number plates to be known as 
dealer's numbers, and to be distinctive from 
the number plates herein provided for by 
bearing thereon, in addition to the require- 
ments of this law for number plates, the 
word “‘dealer,’’ or to be in a different color, 
1 eid be determined by the secretary of 
state. 

Manufacturers and dealers having ob- 
tained a dealer’s license and number as 
herin provided, may obtain additional du- 
plicates of their original number upon the 
payment of a fee of $2 for each number ob- 
taned.

Must Not Pass Car. 


No person operating a motor vehicle or 
motorcycle upon a public street or highway 
in this state shall drive the same past any 
Street car, interurban, or other passenger 
train, in said street or highway, while the 
same is standing still for the purpose of 
taking on or letting orr passengers to or 
from such car’ or train. 

Sec. 11. Whenever any operator of a mo- 
tor vehicle or motorcycle shall meet on a 
public street or highway any person or 
persons riding or driving one or more horses, 
or any other draft animal, or any other ve- 
hicle, approaching in the opposite direction, 
the operator shall turn his vehicle to the 
right so as to give one-half of the traveled 
roadway, if practicable, and a fair oppor- 
tunity to the other to pass by without un- 
necessary interference; and if traveling in 
the same direction, he shall pass to the left 
side of the person or venicle overtaken, and 
the person or vehicle overtaken shall give 
him a fair opportunity to pass. Provided. 
that when upon a roadway bordering upon 
any precipice, stream or river, the operator 
of such motor vehicle or motorcycle shall 
take the lower side of such canyon, road or 
dugway, or the side mearest to such 
precipice, stream or river. 

The operator of a motor vehicle or motor- 
cycle in motion on any public street or 
highway shall give due and timely warn- 
ing, by using his signalling apparatus, to 
every person riding or driving any horse 
or horse-drawn or other vehicle, which he 
may: meet or approach; and he shall like- 
wise’ give due warning and reduce speed 
upom approaching any sharp curve, dugway, 
descent_or other dangerous place upon such 
street. or highway. 

Sec. 12. In case of accident to any person 
or damage to property upon the public street 
or highway, due to the operation of a motor 
vehicle or motorcycle thereon, the operator 
of such machine shall immediately stop and, 
upon request of the person injured or sus- 
taining damages thereby, or of any other 
person present, give such person his name 
and address, and if he is not the owner of 


such vehicle, then the name and address of 
the owner thereof. 

Sec. 13. Application for a chauffeur’s lI- 
cense shall be made to the secretary of 
state upon blanks prepared by him for such 
purpose, and shall be signed and verified by 
oath or affirmation. Such application shall 
contain a statement of the name and ad- 
dress of the chauffeur, and such other in- 
formation as the secretary of state may re- 
quire; and shall be signed and indorsed by 
at least three responsible owners of motor 
vehicles and employers of chauffeurs provid- 
ed that no such license shall be issued to 
any person under 18 years of age. A fee of 
$2 shall accompany the application, pro- 
vided that if the application shall be made 
on or after the first day of August of any 
year, the fee shall be $1.

Comptroller General Correct. 

To my mind it is entirely clear that 
comptrolier general is correct in 
treated the ‘stream’ of the river which 
rates the island here in question from South 
Carolina at the eastern end of the dam as 
marking the true boundary between the 
two states at that particular locality, and 
from thence bending or curving to the like 
stream of the next island or islands so as 
to take in the isiands on the Georgia side, 
is absolutely correct. 

The Savannah is a noble river nearly 
miles long, fed by pure mountain 
averaging 1,000 feet wide from the locality 
here in question down to the sea. There 
are very many islands in the Savannah 
river—hundreds of them—and every isiand 
is involved in this question. Many of them 
—possibly most of them—are located in 
shoaly parts and falls adapted for water 
power development, and constantly grow- 
ing in importance and value It is 
greatiy io the public interest that 
rights of the state and all concerned should 
be carefully preserved and the correct con- 
clusion as to this particular phase of the 
question of boundary where an island or 
islands exist in the river should be finally 
and authoritatively adjudicated.

New York, October 2.—New attend- 
ance and gate receipt records are not} 
unlikely in the coming world’s series 
between the Philadelphia Nationals and 
the Boston Americans. Much will de- 
pend, of course, upon the length of the 
series and the amount of interest dis- 
played by the fans of the two pennant- 
winning cities. If the struggle for the 
championship is close and continues 
for six or seven games there is no ques- 
tion that new figures will be estab- 
lished in these departments, thus add- 
ing greatly to the. satisfaction of 
players and magnates. 

The selection of the new park of the 
Boston National league ciub as the 
scene of the games to be played in 
3oston opens the way.for greatly in- 
attendance, for the Braves’ 
stadium will accommodate fully 60,000 
spectators. It is the latest and ‘the 
| largest inclogure devoted to baseball, 
and-in offering it to the Red Sox 
President Gaffney is but reciprocating

AT GREAT SPEED. 

Paris, October 2.—From the accounts 
given by wounded soldiers returned 
trom the front the story of the French 
charge, which marked the critical point 
in the new offensive, is being gradu- 
ally pieced together. One point on 
which there is a general agreement 
is the great speed with which the 
movement was executed. A colonial 
infantryman who was wounded in the 
fighting between Souain and Suippes, 
in the Champagne, says: 

“Our captain said to us, at the mo- 
ment for the charge ‘You'll have to run 
hard, for we are ‘on the tirst wave 
of men,’ And we did run. When we 
came to the first trench we leaped 
over with a stab at the occupants. 
You could hear nothing but the hoarse 
breathing of your neighbors and the 
roar of the guns. Bullets whistled 
about everybody's ears from one side, 
evidently from machine guns. 

“Our captain shouted: “Stop at that 
redoubt.’ We were just in time. Three 
machine guns were pumping away at 
us and several others were being 
brought out of a tunnel. We bayo- 
netted them back and front. 

“You've got to be quick in a charge 
like that. A second lost means death, 
it is speed alone that counts.’ 

Lieutenant C-———, of the colonial in- 
fantry, who was wounded in the Ar- 
tois district, protests at stories that 
Germans surrendered without resist- 
ing.

THE ANGLO-FRENCH LOAN. 

There are just two points of view from 
which Americans should look at the pro- 
posed loan of half a billion dollars to Eng- 
land and France, to be used in purchasing 
supplies of tood and clothing in this coun- 


try. One of thase is a wholly selfish stand- 


point, and the other is part humanitarian 


and part selfish. 

The Constitution has already pointed out 
wherein this is purely a question of a credit 
and not one of sending money out of this 
country. England and France propose to 
place here half a billion dollars in 5% per 
cent bonds secured by their joint guarantee, 
for the purpose of paying for such supplies 
as they need exclusive of arms and muni- 
tions of war. Not one dollar of this money 
will leave the American continent. On the 
contrary, it means the paying of that much 
more money directly into circulation in this 
countrv for accumulation on the part of 
those who will make a profit from the sale 
of the products that these countries must 
have. 

This is the wholly selfish aspect. 
question of maintaining the prices of Ameri- 
can commodities and upholding American 
trade, which would undoubtedly be lost as 
the result of depreciated market values, if 
countries went elsewhere to supply

their needs. 

In tke next place, there is something ot 
the humanitarian proposition back of this 
loan. One of-its primary objects is to pro- 
tect American trade in the near future. 
England and France have a total of some- 
thing more than two billion dollars of gold 
in their treasuries. If they were compelled 
to use this gold in the purchase of needed 
supplies and to exhaust themselves of this 
metal, they would be forced to a paper 
money basis. Such a contingency would not 
only destroy their own credit, but would 
make trade between them and this country 
practically impossible. With the American 
dollar at a premium the world over, Ameri- 
can merchants could not afford to trade on a 
basis of a paper pound sterling or a paper 
franc. : 

So the purpose of this proposed Ameri- 
can loan is not only to protect commercial 
transactions between this country and Eng- 
land and France, as they exist today, but to 
prevent a contingency as the result of which 
those countries would suffer the most seri- 
ous financial depression they have ever 
known, and which would react upon trade 
between them and the United States in such 
to spread the disastrous de- 
pression here. : 

In this lies the real problem which Amer- 
ican financiers are trying to solve in this 
loan. It is a loan which they would make 
just as readily to Germany, if Germany had 
the opportunity of taking the credit out in 
American products, as they would to Eng- 
land, France or any other responsible ha- 
tion. There is no lack of appreciation of the 
neutrality of this country about it. It is a 
purely business proposition. We are in no 
sense concerned as a nation between the 
parties at war. They are all free to come 


to us to buy or to borrow. And as salesman 
| or lender we are willing to make identically | 
‘the same terms with one as with another. 


These are the really essential facts in 
connection with the credit proposal. The

STUDYING MEN. 

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., who has been 
among the Colorado miners, employed by the 
companies controlled by the Rockefeller 
family, for the purpose of learning their 
needs and wants and getting their viewpoint 
of life, is attempting an experiment which 
no millionaire mine owner or corporation 
maguate has tried before him. 

Mr. Rockefeller is spending some weeks 
in Colorado, living among the men, women 
and children of the mining camps. He is 
living as they live, going into’ their homes, 


listening to the recitations in their schools, . 


talking with the people, taking meals with 
them, dancing with them and meeting them 
everywhere upon the broad plane of human 
fellowship. He has been into the mines and 
has learned the manner of their work. He 
has made suggestions for improvements 
both in the manner of their daily work and 
their daily living. 

In other words, Mr. Rockefeller is get- 
ting down to the “brass tacks” of human 
existence. He knows the viewpoint of the 
management, and is trying to learn that of 
the laborer. He has ceased to rely upon 
agents and their too uncertain reports, and 
has gone to find out for himself. The indi- 
vidual men, women and children are the 
factors he is dealing with instead of num- 
bers and names set down upon a piece of 
paper. Speaking of his efforts in this con- 
nection, the purpose of which is to learn of 
actual conditions among the laboring classes 
and to apply remedy where it is needed, 
The Chicago Herald says: 

In a word, he is 
what he can to correct the most crying 
evil of the absentee ownership of great 
properties—the lack of personal knowl- 
edge of conditions on the part of the 
owners. He is doing something to do 
away with that portion of industrial un- 
rest which is due to the feeling of the 
men that the owners of the property 
know nothing of them, can’t understand 
their needs and look on them as pro- 
ducers of income and nothing more. 
And he is acquiring the sort of infor- 
mation that every man who has a larg 
share in a great industrial property is 
morally bound’ to acquire—a personal 
knowledge of the conditions under 
which the workers live their lives. 

The St. Louis Republic thinks that Ivy 
Lee as John D.’s “guide philosopher and 
friend’ is responsible for the personal re- 
search work of the young oil magnate, say- 
ing of the young Georgian, who now stands 
so close to the Rockefeller interests:

ors—you'’ve got to admit that he has 
broken into the first page with a crash. 
And when you reflect how utterly un- 
like his old-time form this Colorado per- 
formance is you may wonder where he 
got the hunch to do it. It is our notion 
that when John D., Jr., got hold of ivy 
Lee he captured a guide, philosopher and 
friend, and something of a boss. It is 
well known that Lee saved young Rock- 
efeller from one stupendous blunder. It 
is a good guess that Lee is responsible 
for the metamorphosis of the country’s 
pet aversion into something of a “regu- 
lar fellow.” 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Rockefeller is 
doing just exactly what proprietors of vast 
corporate enterprises should have done ten 
or twenty years or a quarter of a century 
ago. He is doing now what, if it had been 
done then, would have made impossible the 
wave of demagogic activity which swept 
over this country a short time back and 
put into office all over the country men 
who were bent on tearing down instead of 
huilding up. 

If it has taught the importance and value 
of what Mr. Rockefeller is doing today, pos- 
sibly that period of demagogic activity from 
which the country suffered will prove an 
ultimate lesson to it. We shall hope that 
it will, and that others, inspired by Mr. Rock- 
efeller’s splendid object lesson, will go to 
the root of the situation over which they 
may have control and provide those amelio- 
rative and helpful conditions which will con- 
duce to the betterment and greater happi- 
ness of humanity wherever it may be

growth. City planning -may therefore be 
summed up as municipal provision, munici- 
pal prevention and municipal preparedness. 

Visions and Dreams. 

Atlanta has exceeded everybody's expec- 
tations. Atlanta has always been a won- 
der. Geographically, financially and commer- 
cially, it is destined to be a great city. Why 
not get ready for it now and arrange every- 
thing on a permanent basis, instead of doing 
it wrong and having it all to do over again?

that the feminine heart and eye holds dear. 

The Women’s War Economy League has been formed by 
the Marchioness of Ripon, the most beautiful of all English 
matrons, the confidante of Queen Alexandra and one of 
the highest placed women in all England by both blood 
and social position. The league requires of its 
members that they swear to give up evening 
gowns until the war is over, to give up 
elaborate entertaining, to take no more 
seaside trips, to wear no more lovely 
hats and to dispense with everything in 
dress and entertainment that is not based 
on the strictest and severest economy. 

Lady Wimborne and Lady Duff, two 
of the highest placed women in the em- 
pire, are her supporters. Other promi- 
nent and titled women who have entered 

“the movement to discard the frills and 
furbelows of the dinner dress for simple 
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blacks of satin and even for khaki are 
the Duchess of Sutherland, the Duchess 
of Beaufort, the Marchioness of Tullibar- 
dine, the Countess of Pembroke, Vis- 
countess Ridley, Lady Islington, Lady 
Robert Cecil and Mrs. George Keppel. 

The Women’s War Economy League 
has sprung into life through the urgings 
of the Parliaanentary War Savings Com- 
mittee which by means of the daily 
newspapers and specially written pam- 
phlets has been beseeching the people of 
England to give up during the war all 
luxuries and to economize in every way 
that is possible for them. 

Lady Ripon’s and Lady Wimborne’s 
society is trying to get in its work in the 
field most fruitful for the war loan. 
Aristocrats of England, they are making 
propaganda for economy among all the 
other aristocrats, among people, in other 
words, who numbering only 2,000,000, 
spend half of the total income of the 
whole country as against the 43,000,000 
inhabitants who spend the other ‘half of 
the nation’s total income. 

Lady Juliet Duff, a war widow, whose 
husband, if he were now alive, would 
bear the title of Sir Robin Asheton-Smith, 
and who bequeathed to her and her small 
son an income amuanting to nearly’ $1,- 
000.000 a yerr, is the chief lieutenant of 
Lady Wimborne and Lad, Ripon. Her 
mother is Lady Ripon herself. 

Mrs. Asquith, the wife of the prime 
minister, and Mrs. Reginald McKenna, 
wife of the chancellor of the exchequer, 
have joined the movement. Both these 
women are celebrated for their fondness 
for clothes and it is a downright sacrifice 
for them to give up. It has even been 
suspected by members of the league that 
they will still try to keep their good 
clothes and will endeavor to find a less 
painful road to economy. 

There are six items in the pledge of 
the league. The members have prom- 
ised to limit themselves as to all luxuries. 
In particular they will spend as little as 
possible on imported goods. With new 
fashions they will have absolutely noth- 
ing to do. 
motor cars except for urgent business or 
charity. They will do no more enter- 
taining in restaurants. Their meals at 
home will be of the simplest order. 
They will discharge all men servants ex- 
. capt those who are too old for military

service. They will also work hard to per- 
suade their friends to do the same. 

Lady Duff, for instance, was formerly 
one of the best dressed women in Eng- 
land. Now she announces that she in- 
tends to give up completely all dinner 
and ball costumes and that dinners and 
balls will no more be given in her home 
until the war is over. She will invite one 
or two friends to dine now and then, of 
course, but they will be served most 
frugally. The usual five courses will be 
cut to two. 


Holidays at the seaside for Lady Duff 
and her associates are now a thing of 
the past. They would mean money in 
railroad fares and ‘tips to porters and 
these things are now taboo. 

Already 50% members have joined the 
society and mre are signing the pledge 
every day. Alj the members are greatly 
interested in the plan of Viscountess Peel, 
who has suggested that if the fashionable 
ladies really wish to economize on clothes 
they should adopt a regulation evening 
dress and a regulation style for their

hats. In this way one hat and one gown 
would take the place of twelve or more 
of each which were really thought neces- 
sary in days gone by. 

It has been argued that the men have 
one style of evening dress, one style of 
hat for afternoon functions and generally 
only one style for country wear. There- 
fore, why should not the wives and 
daughters of these men adopt a system 
of dress that would be as conventional 
and simplified and economical? 

Lady Tree seconds this idea and sug- 
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gests a gown of black satin for evening 
wear and for daytime wear a sailor hat 
of velvet or silk. A hat of this. sort 
should not cost a cent more than $19, she 
maintaing. 

But many of the economizers are not 
willing to go quite so far as this. They 
say that no two women will ever agree 
on a regulation dress; that a style and 
color that would suit one type of woman 
would look horrible on another type. 
The degigning of a standardized hat 
would be even more diffitult.

economy. 

The Marchioness of Ripon, founder of 
the league, is neither one of the women 
who are in the public prints nor one who 
stays in the background. She is one of 
the few women who make history. 

She was born into the purple and has 
been married twice, each time to a man 
of highest rank Not only this, but she 
is one of the beauties of two centuries, 
In her career she has held most of 
trump cards and has lived a life as 
citing as it has been checkered 

She began life as the daughter 
late Lord Her ert of Lea and of 
Herbert. When she was twelve 
old she was one of the nueglie 
lings. She was broad and awk 
not a feature in her face. and wa 
thing that was most unaWractive 

But from an ugly duckie she 
changed into a beautiful swan 
she made her debut 
London by storm and was in the first 
flight of social favorites. Nobody quite 
knows how the change happened Per- 
haps it was that her cast of features was 
too large to suit the face of a child or 
that her clever mother changed the plain 
girl by some means into a world-re- 
nowned beauty. 

Lady Ripem is noted for the way in 
which she speaks the purest of Parisian 
French.

Therefore they 
are very careful to-keep the down- 
stairs, especially those rooms frequent- 
ly visited by the family and friends, in 
apple pie order. Many of these same 
women, however, are extremely negli- 
gent in caring for the family sieeping- 
rooms and the guest chambers. Among 
the many sane, wise things the Ho- 
mans taught is the sound principle 
that.a bedroom should be wholly for 
sleeping purnoscs’' therefore it may

have a small amount of simple furnish- 
ing, but it must have plenty of sani- 
tation. 

Bed-making is a simple art, but it 
adds much to the comfort of the home 
and family. Safah J. MacLeod gives 
the following rules for bed-making in 
her handbook of cleaning, which are 
very useful to the novice: 

“The mattress cover should be placed 
on smoothly and tightly drawn. The 
under sheet should be right side up, 
the middle of the sheet in the middle 
of the bed, and the wide hem should 
be at the tom There should also be 
enough to tuck in at both the head 
and the foot of the bed. This sheet 
should be tucked in firmly on all sides. 

“The upper sheet should be put on 
right side down, with hems the same 
as under sheet. The wide hem should 
come just to the frame of the bed. 
It should be tucked in firmly at the 
foot. 

“The open edges of double blankets 
should be at the head of the bed and 
in general the ends of the blankets 
should come nine or ten inches from 
the head of the bed. It is much wiser 
to cut double blankets apart, binding 
the edges, as in this way one half can 
be put away as weather grows warmer. 

“It is also much easier to wash the 
blanket in two pieces. The blanket 
should be tucked in generously and 
firmly at the foot. The upper sheet is 
folded over the blankets and then both 
are tucked in firmly at the sides. 

“For the daily cleaning it is not nec- 
essary to remove all the articles from 
the dressers and tables. It is well to 
protect them by throwgng over dust 
covers made of cheese cloth or some 
other equally inexpensive material. 
The rugs can also be left on the floor 
except for the weekly cleaning, when 
they should be carefully cleaned out 
of doors, when the weather permits. 
They should otherwise be cleaned in an 
empty room or in the garret.” 

The daily care of the room should 
include removing any dirt from the 
floor coverings, the dusting of the 
floors, furniture and ornaments and 
the emptying of scrap baskets.

BROWN CARROTS—Scrape 
wash two eupfuls of carrots. Cut 
them into three-inch lengths, then 
downward in thin slices, and each 
slice into strips. Drop into boiling 
salted water and simmer until ten- 
der. If finely ciit, this should not 
take over twenty-five or thirty min- 
utes. Put a tablespeonful of butter 
in the frying pan and when very 
hot add the drained carrots. Dredge 
lightly with Sait and pepper and a 
little sugar and fry until lightly col- 
ored, Sprinkle with chopped parsley 
and serve, 

CELERY FRITTERS—Cut the cel- 
ery into four-inch lengths. Stand in 
boiling water for about ten minutes. 
Then wipe dry and let stand. Make 
a batter by stirring two eggs, one 
cupful of flour, one cupful milk and 
one teaspoonful baking powder. Stir 
the batter well and pour in a frying 
pan. Pour the celery on the batter 
and arrange into fritters. Fry a 
golden brown, first on one side and 
then on the other. 

GRAPE SALAD—tTake two or three 
good size bunches of grapes. Remove 
from stems, take out seeds and wash 
well. Select a head of lettuce, wash 
well and pull the leaves apart. Ar- 
range a dozen or more grapes on a 
ew leaves. Pour over a rich French 
anion Add a cheese ball, soft- 
ened by a bit of apple jelly, to each 
plate. The cheese balls are made 
with cream cheese sdéftened by olive 
oil, a few drops of olive oil, flavored 
with salt and pepper. 

TOASTED WAFERS FOR SALAD 
—Be sure to put your wafers in the 
stove for a few minutes before serv- 
ing. Hard biscuit are excellent with 
salad. They may be served cold, or 
split or toasted. If the latter, but- 
ter plentifully and dust with paprika.

Boil desired number of medium po- 
tatoes of even size until tender.

He asserts 
that he can relieve pain in any part of the 
body by applying pressure on a spot in the 
required nerve zone. In his practice an as- 
sistant who grasps a patient’s thumb, toe 
or required nerve center takes the place of 
the once indispensable nurse who admin- 
istered cocaine. 

For a minor operation, such as the re- 
moval of a piece of jawbone, for instance, 
Dr. Fitzgerald causes his patient to seat 
himself in a chair, give his thumb over to 
an assistant and await results. Usually it 


requires but three or four minutes for the © 


patient to announce that his arm is becom- 
ing numb and feelingless. This feeling 
gradually extends up the member until the 
jaw is reached, when the operation may be 
performed without further treatment.

Experience has proved that this method 
is not absolutely infallible, however. 
There have been cases that refused to re 
spond to the nerve pressure system at all, 
It is asserted, however, that it is just as 
efficient as the drug system, which is far 
from infallible. 

Dr. Fitzgerald that his practice 
has revealed the fact that the body is dl- 
vided into certain definite and well laid out 
nerve‘ zones. Each of these zones has an 
equally definite center and in these centers 
there is a spot which, when pressed per- 
sistently for a given period, deadens the 
feeling in the portion of the body to which 
its arms reach. 

Still another assertion of the discoverer 
of the “nerve ; that 
through relieving pain its cause gradually 
is removed. This is another of his radical 
assertions that fails to bring a ready re- 
sponse from physicians. To back up his 
remarks Dr. Fitzgerald points to a bron-

HE old joke, “Which heavier, a 

pound of lead or a pound of feath- 

ers?” is not quite such a joke as it 
seems at first glance. 

Archimedes taught us the truth that a 
body immersed in a liquid or gas receives an 
upward push equal to the weight of the 
liquid or the gas it displaces. Suppose we 
arrange a pair of.scales so that one of its 
arms can be introduced under the bell of an 
air pump and place upon each of its arms a 
weight, say one pound, both weight made 
of the They will exactly bal- 
ance each other. 

If we exhaust the air from under the bell, 
producing a vacuum, we remove the up- 
ward push, and the arm of the balance that 
is in the vacuum descends. If, on the con- 
trary, we compress the air under the bell 
we make the displaced air weigh more and 
consequently the upward push is increased 
and this arm of the balance ascends.

The Pericon Is Commenced with 
a Walk, and the Walk Is Intro- 
duced Whenever Desired, as in 
the Use of the Walk in the

S our tango came from South 
America, so enters the Pericon 
from south of Chili. As in this 
modern day when things move 
rapidly, just so with the dance— 
the enthusiastic dancer of to-day 
is seeking and demanding knowl 


edge of this new dance—the Peri- 


2 4}§ con—which is said to be the 
“dance of to-morrow” in the dancing world. 

There are hundreds of expert dancers who 
enjoy dancing for the sake of the dance and 
are ever seeking the newest tempos. The most 
{mportant thing in dancing now is not so much how 
many steps one takes as the style and tempo that it is 
done in. The most popular tempo in dancing has 
always been the three-quarter, or that commonly 
known as the waltz time. We have had the hesitation 
in the waltz tempo time, the lame duck, the new 
present canter, and here again is a new form of the 
dance used to three-quarter time, known as “the Perti- 
econ,” which is really a more exemplified form of the 
tango style. 

Every dance has its own particular style. The 
new popular staccato expressed and effected-in this 
new Pericon again repeats the simple three-quarter 
tempo, but accents on the primary beat of each 
measure. There is a walk in the Pericon which marks 
the beginning of all our modern dances, bringing the 


accent according to the dance on the correct foot. 
PROPER POSITIONS. 


At the present moment the position of the dancers 


is almost continually standardized. And what 
is standard position? . Why, it is the correct position 
—the lady stands in front of her partner about two 


mches, or slightiy to the left, facing him, her right

“The Pericon is danced both in the Argentine Re. 
public ahd in the southern part of Chili It 4s 
danced only by the ‘Gouchos’—cowboys. In Chill if 
is called the ‘queque’ or ‘zama queque.” The name 
of Pericon means in Englisir the ‘knave of clubs’ in 
the game of ‘quinolas;’ it also means ‘large fan;’ but 
this has no relation to the dance. 

“The dance, like the tango and all dances as 
originally danced, could not be danced by the people 
of Europe or ourselves, but it has wonderful posst- 
bilities, and when modified and danced to the beautt- 
ful music written for it, with objectionable features 
omitted, it is a wonderfully attractive and graceful 
dance. 

“As we have all noticed, the dances when first 
introduced usually use every beat for a step, but 
as the dance progresses and is smoothed out the 
twist of the foot or step known as the ‘cortez’ Its 
introduced, so that we frequently find this used in 
the one step as well, and effects a pretty turn. 

“In the Pericon one of the most prominent steps 
's the stamp step, consisting of six stamps. 

“The true and original Pericon is started by the

Chinese 


Bank Situation Serious 


| 


HE situation in Chinese commercial cir- 
cles generally with respect to banking 
facilities offered the native dealers by 
the native Chinese banks is becoming 
more and more serious in its effects upon 
trade of all kinds. It is becoming more 
evident that before trade matters in China can re- 
sume their accustomed course something will have 


to be done to rehabilitate the native banks and ald 
them in again performing their usual functions in 
Chinese trade. 

There are in Chinese commercial affairs four 
varieties of banking iustitutions which have their 
special part in Chinese business. The first ure the 
large foreign banking institufions in the open ports, 
some of which are among the most powerfu! bank- 
ing institutions in the world. The second are the 
national banking institutions established directly or 
indirectly by the Chinese government for its own 
fiscal purposes and serving as an adjunct in some 
ways to the Chinese treasury on the one hand and 
foreign banking and financia! interests on the other, 
the chief of such institutions now being the Bank vf 
China, which was established by VDresidential man- 
date in 1913. 

There are, then, two further classes of gative 
banks proper, one of which embraces the larger in- 
stitutions, which do a proper banking business, L @., 
deal in loans and discounts and handle exchange as 
a more or less secondary matter, and the smaller na- 
tive banks, which do some business in loans bui 
whose chief business consists in dealing in dollars, 
silver and subsidiary coins, and ir buying and sell- 
iug exchange in small amounts on interior points. 

The foreign banks, while not doing their accus- 
tomed rolume of business, are still in position to 
serve what business is offered them under normal 
conditions The large Chinese government bank 
continues to serve the Chinese government and allied 
interests. The two classes of native banks proper, 
however, are badly crippled and are not performing 
their usual functions. This is partly due to general 
war conditions the world over, one result of which 
has been to cause the large foreign banks to be unable 
to supply the native banks with facilities ther usually 


have had in advances of silver and credit, and partly 
due, to business conditions in China itself. The 
trouble, in fact, has been coming on for some time, 
and the native bank system has not been operating 
in its usual way since before the revolution of 1911. 
Of the general situation in native banking circles 
during the last year the annual report of the Chi- 
nese Maritime Customs for 1914, just published, 
sSaysi— 

“fp the first place, banking facilities, upon which 
the whole trade, both domestic and foreign, has been 
built up, were greatly restricted. ‘The famous Shans! 
banks, through which nearly all government funds 
fortherly passed and which were the chief agents 
for all interprovincia!l remittances, Were com- 
pelled to close thelr doors when the Manchu govern- 
luent lost power, while all other banks, with a few 
notable exceptions, being unable to. collect money 
due to them on account of advances, ceased doing 
business. ‘The few that reniained showed extreme 
caution and engaged only in transactions involving 
no risk whatever. The foreigns banks, upon which 
the Chinese banks at the ports are chiefly dependent 
for their supply of sliver, were compelled to abstain 
from giving to the Chinese banks the facllities cus- 
toniary before the revoiution. Chinese dealers, there- 
fore, found many impediments to their business: 
more especially was it difficult to arrange for remit- 
tances aud for sending money luto the interior to buy 
produce. But, while the restriction of banking fa- 
cilities greatly hampered trade, it is generally felt 
that the disappearance of so many mushroom banks, 
engaged rather in speculationtSYthan in legitimate 
banking transactions, has placed business on a sufer 
and sounder basis.” 

With the outbreak of the war in Europe last sum- 
mer the situation in South China became acute and 
for a time nearly all the uative banks in Canton and 
Honug ‘xong closed their doors. Gradually there hag 
been something of a readjustment, but the situation 
is far from satisfactory. There are ip Hong Kong 
twenty-three of the larger class of ative banks, as 
compared with thirty-five before the outbreak of the 
war. This class of bink usually advances morer to 
the Chinese traders, but since the war they ‘ave re 
stricted credits so greatly that advances <re now 
ade upon gilt edged securities only.
